WSPR Operation with the RPI 


The Raspberry Pi has been a 
huge hit with radio amateurs 
and other hobbyists since its 
launch in 2012. Every 
Raspberry Pi has a 


programmable clock generator on board which 
can be used as a frequency synthesiser up to 
250MHz with a logic level output capable of 
delivering 10mW without any amplification. The 
Kickstarter kit provides a breakout board that 
brings the Raspberry Pi clock generator out to a 
BNC socket with a prototyping area for your 
own circuits.

Interest in Reduced Bandwidth continues to 
grow such that it is currently the most popular 
aspect of Amateur Television. These digital 
transmissions use mostly MPEG2 
compression/modulation which is the standard 
used for satellite broadcasting. Good pictures 
have been demonstrated using symbol rates from 
200kS/sec - 500kS/sec for transmission 
bandwidths of 200 - 500KHz.
